Dear Mr. Whitney*. 


I have your letter of October 25 and thank 
you Tor writing me, During the current crisis 
those in charge have been kind enough to seek 
and listen to my views. As you know, they also 
sent me on a mission to brief our NATO allies on 
the situation, 

"Image" is a word I deplore. My concern 
is that our strength, wisdom, decisions, and 
actions shall be adequate to deal with today* s 
dangers in good shape. If our actions are 
right, others can be left to form their own 
opinions of us. Hence I believe that, if this 
nation is determined to maintain an environment 
of freedom, in which the free world can endure 
and prosper, and exercises to the full its role 
of leadership to bring this about, bowh our 
friends and adversaries will be convinced that 
it can and will be done, and, together, with 
our friends the capability to do it will be 
created.
